WASHINGTON (U P l)-P ro s i- 
dent Johnson and two cabinet 
m em bers met with steel union 
and m anagem ent negotiators to­ 
day in a last - ditch effort to 
head 
off 
a 
nationwide 
steel 
strike at midnight Tuesday. 
The labor and company nego­ 
tiators 
were 
summoned from 
Pittsburgh by Johnson after he 


received a report from his spe­ 
cial m eadiators that the con­ 
tract 
talks 
were 
deadlocked 
and a solution appeared impos­ 
sible without outside help 
The White House said shortly 
before 1 p.m. 
EDT, 
that the 
negotiators had arrived by heli­ 
copter for their discussions with 
the President, Labor Secretary 


Willard Wirtz 
and 
Commerce 
Secretary John Connor. 
White House Press Secretary 
Bill D Moyers said any talk of 
invoking the Taft-Hartley Act in 
the steel situation was “ prem a­ 
ture at this tim e.” 
Moyers said Johnson rem ain­ 
ed “ very hopeful” that the two 
factions could reach agreement. 


He said the President hoped the 
negotiators would remain in ses. 
sion here “ until a settlement is 


reached.”

meeting with his special m edia­ 
tors, Sen. Wayne Morse, D-Ore. 
and 
Undersecretary

Sets Record 


Cool air from Canada eased 
its way through Lower B u c k s 
yesterday

The cool front will be with us 
tonight as tem peratures dip into 
the mid 50s.

So far the plant has begun 
shutting down the 174 huge coke 
ovens. The ovens, 
constructed 
of a heat - resistant material, 
normally operate 
at 
elevated 
tem peratures. In order to avoid 
dam age to the m aterial’s heat 
resisting quality, the coke ovens 
m ust be idled, or cooled, slow­ 
ly. 


Removed And Sealed 


At noon tomorrow, the bank­ 
ing operation — designed to pro­ 
tect the blast furnaces — be­ 
gins. In this operation, the great­ 
est time consumer, the furnaces 
must be drained of their normal 
burden of iron and slag 
then 
filled with coke and topped with 
a layer of iron ore. Finally the 
top is sealed 
and 
the 
pipes, 
which carry the air into the fur­ 
naces, are removed and sealed 
to prevent air filtration and con. 
sequent consumption of the coke 
during the shutdown period. 


The next step in closing up 
shop is to shut down the open 
hearth furnaces. The furnaces 
must be emptied of steel, seal­ 
ed with heat resistant clay and 
allowed to cool slowly so that 
the brick lining doesn’t deter­ 
iorate. 


Several Weeks 


Even with taking these m ea­ 
sures, heat remains in the blast 
furnaces for several weeks and 
later 
must 
be 
circulated 
through the d o o r s and fram e­ 
work in order to reinforce the 
cooling process. 


Next, 
the 
prim ary 
rolling 
mills, where the steel is shaped, 
roll the final ingots of steel. 


During the strike, if it de­ 
velops, constant checks for gas 
leakage will be made. T h e r e

in a shipboard mishap yester­ 
day shortly after the senator’s 
daughter Kathleen, 14. was in­ 


jured in a spill from a horse, 
it was disclosed today. 


The two accidents occurred 
three days after another son 
was injured in a fall from a 
garage 
roof at 
the 
Kennedy 
compound. 


Kathleen was hospitalized w ith 
injuries that may require sur­ 
gery. 


Joseph 
Kennedy, 
12, 
was 
caught between the boom and 
m ast of the 70-foot yawl Neris 
while the boat was sailing from 
Sag Harbor, N.Y., to Hyannis 
Port. Kennedy, his wife and six 
of their nine children w e r e 
aboard. 


Joseph was hit in the chest 
by the boom but was not ser­ 
iously injured.

hopsitalized and was reported 
up and around today at the 
Kennedy compound.
